A fall to grace

He was high up on a ladder 
when he first heard the song. 
His dad had died of cancer a 
couple months earlier, and his 
thoughts started to wander: 
did he make it into heaven? 
Where was he now? 

It was spring, the day was 
overcast and there was still 
snow on the ground. Yet 
in that moment, lost in his 
thoughts, he felt a warm 
breeze glide across his face. 

Alex Kapellas, 42, who 
back then owned a contract¬ 
ing company in Port Col- 
borne, knows it sounds a lit¬ 
tle contrived. Wishful think¬ 
ing, maybe. Still, at that junc¬ 


tion of time and mind, he was 
overcome by a certainty, a 
comfort that he would see his 
father again one day. 

“Reassurance has a good 
feel,” says Alex. 

And that’s when he heard 
the song. On his battery-oper¬ 
ated Ryobi radio that kept him 
company at every job site. 

Carry Me. A song by Cana¬ 
dian singer/songwriter Ray 
Lyell. 

Carry me, carry me, 
cuz I can’t make it on 

Carry me, carry me 
back home ... 

Those words. That moment. 
His thoughts. An ephemeral 
moment in time, yet a power¬ 


ful, lasting reassurance. 

"You know that everything’s 
going to go alright,” says Alex. 

“It was like God saying, 'I’ve 
got this.”’ 

Less than a year later, he 
heard it again. 

This time, though, his life 
was barely past the threshold 
of being forever changed. 

Lying in a 6 West hospital 
bed at die Hamilton General, 
he had just been transferred 
from ICU. A week earlier, he 
had fallen off a ladder while 
installing a window at a house 
in Port Colborne. He broke 
three vertebrae. And he was a 
quadriplegic.

The journey just to get here, 
to a point where the centre will 
open on Monday in a space 
called The Hub, has been fueled 
by passion, hope and an unwill¬ 
ingness to give up. And while it 
will run in a space offered to him 
by St. James and St. Brendan 
Anglican Church, it’s not a reli¬ 
gious outreach. 

Alex's vision is for a safe place 
for kids to gather. To hang out 
He hopes to find more volun¬ 
teers and build partnerships 
with other community groups, 
and offer life skills programs 
like cooking and budgeting, 
and maybe expand into a place 
where there's room to shoot 
hoops or play some ping pong.

“I’m not going to climb a lad¬ 
der again.” 

YES, THERE HAVE BEEN 
moments of self-doubt 

Like the time he had an 
appointment to talk about PoCo 
Youth Centre with a potential 
community partner. 

Problem No. 1: He couldn’t 
find an accessible parking spot 
No. 2 — halfway up the wheel¬ 
chair ramp, he discovered the 
automatic door didn’t open. 
Stuck there, he called out for 
help. A neighbour came to his 
rescue, wheeled him safely 
backward and pointed out 
another entrance, with another 

No. 3 — this time, the auto¬ 
matic door opened. But when 
Alex wheeled in, he was faced 
with a second set of doors, with 
no automatic opener. 

He banged on the door, but 
no one came. Now late for his 
appointment, he tried calling. 
No cell service. So, humiliated 
and defeated, he wheeled him¬ 
self back to his van. 

He thought: “I can’t even get 
into a building. What am I sup¬ 
posed to do? 

“I was done, finished with the 
whole idea.” 

And then he learned some¬ 
thing important. It’s OK to ask 
for help sometimes. And maybe, 
hejustwasn’tmeanttobeatthat 
appointment, on that day. 

“Maybe I wasn’t ready for 
what was behind that door,” he 

He’s ready now. 

“Two years ago, I was lost,” 
says Alex. 

“I had no idea where I was 
headed in life at all. All I thought 
was that I’m supposed to get up 
and walk again. That’s supposed 
to be the great miracle. 

"This whole journey has been 
about acceptance and helping 
people," he says. 

“It’s overwhelming some¬

Sloat ready to make ‘tough decisions’

Mike Sloat is already looking for¬ 
ward to Dec. 1. 

For the Port Colbome mayoral 
candidate, that inaugural meet¬ 
ing of council is the day he can start 
addressing the issues he’s seen bub¬ 
bling up in the lakeside city. 

“I’m not afraid to make the tough 
decisions that need to be made, and 
made immediately,” the 
52-year-old restaurateur 
said. 

The city is in need of a 
leader who is ready to say 
no to unnecessary spend¬ 
ing, he said. 

“I have a lot of gas in the 
tank and I'm rearfy to go.” 

Having owned a busi¬ 
ness in Port Colborne for 
the past 10 years, Sloat 
has interacted with “hun¬ 
dreds of people a week" and gained 
a strong sense of just what businesses 
and residents in the community both 
want and need. 

Excess spending has long been a 
concern, he said, adding he wants to 
“take a good, hard look” at where the 
city's hinds are going. 

“You have to take a business 
approach and not spend more than 
you have." 


Sloat believes infrastructure 
renewal needs to be addressed, and 

“We have almost $1 million go 
down the drain a year That needs to 
be fixed as soon as possible,” he said, 
citing a recent report that Port Col¬ 
borne loses about $963,000 a year 
due to water leaking from pipes, sto¬ 
len water and lines being flushed. 

To address the city's aging pipes, 
it may mean putting some 
capital projects on the back 
burner for the time being, 

Sloat also plans to 
address the city's climbing 
debt load and tax rates, and 
wants to put a focus on eco¬ 
nomic development 
Port Colborne’s eco¬ 
nomic development arm 
has been “stagnant” since 
the departure of the city’s 
economic development director in 
2013, Sloat said. 

“Their sole job is to develop the 
economy, and that's not being done,” 
he said, adding he wants to see the 
position reintroduced.

Catholic board impresses 
in math, literacy EQAOs

Niagara’s four school boards got gener¬ 
ally decent grades in the latest province¬ 
wide literacy and math test results. 

Last Wednesday, the Education Qual¬ 
ity and Accountability Office released 
results of Ontario Secondary School 
Literacy Tests written in Grade 10 and 
Grade 9 math tests written by students in 
the 2013-14 school year. 

Niagara Catholic District School Board 
did especially well, topping the provincial 
averages in applied and academic math 
and literacy test in scores from two-six 
percentage points higher than the pro¬ 
vincial average. 

In a release, education director John 
Crocco congratulated students and staff 
for their “hard work throughout the year. 

"We are exceptionally proud of the 
dedication to academic excellence dem¬ 
onstrated by our students and staff,” said 

At District School Board of Niagara, 
82% of students who wrote the literacy 
test for the first time met or exceeded the 
provincial standard. 

That standard is measured as Level 
3 on a 4 point scale, equivalent to a ‘B’ 

It represents an increase of two per¬ 
centage points over the previous year's 
results and four over the Board’s 2010-11 

DSBN’s math scores remain an issue 
with the board, but results are improv-

‘Historic’ moment for regional transit

Debbie Zimmerman calls it 
a "historic moment.” 

Members of Niagara 
Region’s public works com¬ 
mittee last week agreed to 
remove the words “pilot 
project” out of any reference 
to an inter-municipal transit 

“I think everybody under¬ 
stands this has been a long 
road in coming,” said the 
regional councillor from 
Grimsby, who although not a 
member of the public works 
committee, took in the dis¬ 
cussion of a staff report that 
asked regional councillors to 
endorse the guiding princi¬ 
pals for an inter-municipal 
transit system. “Removing 
that word ‘pilot’ sends a very 
clear message that this region 
is on the road to providing a 
transit system for all Niagara 
residents. 

“This is a historic moment 
for us as citizens and as mem¬ 
bers of this council, so you 
should all be very proud of 
yourselves for the work you 
have done.” 

The region initiated an 
inter-municipal transit pilot 
project in 2011. At the onset 
of the pilot program, the 
region gave grants totalling 
$3.7 million to the Welland, 
St. Catharines and Niagara 
Falls transit systems for the 
purchase of eight buses to be 
used to connect those munic¬ 
ipalities, as well as Port Col- 
borne, Fort Erie and Tho- 
rold. The region has pro¬ 
vided additional funding to 


the transit systems on a yearly 
basis since the pilot program 
began. The pilot program was 
initially set to end this fall, but 
was extended until Septem¬ 
ber 2015. 

In endorsing the guidelines, 
regional councillors gave staff 
the go-ahead to continue 
working with Niagara munici¬ 
palities in developing an inter¬ 
municipal system, which may 
or may not include the region 
running it. 

"Today, we’re only asking 
for approval in principal for 
the concept plan, and that 
this plan be used to inform 
discussion on howto build a 
Niagara-wide inter-municipal 
transit system,” Erin O'Hoski, 
manager of partnership devel¬ 
opment, told the committee. 

It was noted in her pres¬ 
entation that feedback from 
area municipalities “told us 
that the region needs to play 
a role, not necessarily in oper¬ 
ating the service, but in facili¬ 
tating, providing funding, co¬ 
ordinating customer service, 
ensuring access to social serv¬ 
ices and providing consist¬ 
ence with planning and eco¬ 
nomic development objec- 

Committee members unan¬ 
imously endorsed the guid¬ 
ing principles, noting it was 
key in getting the province to 
extend daily GO rail service to 
Niagara and was an economic 
driver.

Warning letter for uncut grass shot down

extra steps to warn property owners 
who let their grass grow out of con¬ 
trol.

In 2013, the city received 98 long grass 
complaints. That number has already grown 
to 121 complaints in 2014. 

Despite the large number of complaints, 
the city has only had one property owner take 
issue with the process and claim they did not 
receive proper notice, said Ward 4 Coun. Ron 

“I don’t know if we’re trying to fix some¬ 
thing here that really isn’t broken,” he said. 


“It has worked for 120 people, but didn't 
work for one." 

Out of the 121 tagged properties this year, 
23 required the city to step in and cut the 
grass. 

“Coun. Desmarais is talking about fairness, 
but how about fairness to the neighbours,” 
Bodnersaid. 

“People don’t go out and measure people’s 
grass,” he said, adding the problem often fes¬ 
ters before a complaint is filed. 

“In some cases, we're talking about grass 
that’s three feet high... Neighbours have 
stewed over it for weeks and finally couldn’t 
take it anymore.” 

The motion was ultimately lost and the 
process will remain as is.
